1. I am the inventor named in the above-captioned U.S. Application No. 09/915,563, 
filed July 27, 2001, which claims priority to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/286,536, filed 
April 27,2001. 

2. At the time I invented the present invention, I was employed by COMVERSE 
NETWORK SYSTEMS, LTD. (hereinafter "Comverse"). 

3. Prior to March 14, 2001, the U.S. Filing Date of U.S. Patent No. 6,766,177, the 
invention as described and claimed in the above referenced application was completed at 
Comverse, as evidenced by the following: 

4. Prior to March 14, 2001 > having earlier conceived the idea as set form in the 
specification of the above referenced application, the present invention was presented by me 
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during the course of my employment at Comverse in the form of a slide presentation as shown in 
Exhibit A. The presentation was made in January of 2001 ,

8. In the ordinary course of business and in due time, I revised the invention 
disclosure and submitted the revised invention disclosure on March 29, 2001 to Mr. Kvatinsky. 
A copy of the email from me to Mr. Kvatinsky is provided in Exhibit F. The email include two 
attachments: the revised invention disclosure provided in Exhibit G and a revised flow chart 
provided in Exhibit H. 

9. In the ordinary course of business and in due time, Comverse sent a request to Mr. 
William Mandir of SUGHRUE MION, PLLC of Washington, D.C. requesting the preparation 
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and filing of a provisional patent application with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. The 
provisional patent application was then filed on April 27, 2001.
